On the 
staff of Mr. Peck at Paris he will have 
charge of everything that relates to

:rr, but in the products of the forests 
sv-e can show them many interesting 
ind novel things. For example, writes 
W. E. Curtis in the Chicago Keeord, 
[ hope that Dr. Bean will arrange to 
ixhibit at Paris one of the "novelty 
mills that you see in Maine, where 
ihev cut up'sawlogs into spools, tooth- 
oic-ks, berry baskets and all sorts of 


I ibings that are useful and inexpen- 
sive. 
One remarkable feature of the 


"novelty mills," as they call them, is 
:he manufacture of veneer goods. The 
machinery was invented by Yankee 
aiechaiiics and performs wonders. 
Even the sawdust is saved and sold 
by the pound. They take it to Bos- 
son and New York, where it is mould- 
id into forms of beauty and used to 
lecorate the gorgeous office buildings 
ind "palatial" residences of the me- 
iropolis. 
There are several mills 


which can turn out millions of tooth- 


• A suggestive feature of the remark- 
able development of American manu- 
facturing in the first half of 1899 is 
found in the cotton-mill movement in 
the southern states. 
At the end of 


the last- fiscal year there were 425 
mills in operation in the section, 
which, with more than four million 
spindles, had used more than a million 
and a quarter bales. 
So far this year 


fifty new mills bave been built or pro- 


aud very sharp. As the roller slowly 
snores the log toward the sharp edge 
there is a sudden whir; a wide, thin 
ribbon of wood rolls up over the 
knife, while the log is rolled .back and 
placed in position for a second opera- 
tion. This ribbon is sometimes two 
or three feet wide, eighteen or twenty 
feet long and not more than a quarter 
or sometimes a sixteenth of an inch 
thick. As it 'alls from the log it in 
laid upon a pile of its sisters and then 
carried on a tram int» the next room 
to another set of knives, which cut it 
into proper lengths for baskets, boxes 
and crates. Then il passes on to an- 
other set of ingenious machinery, 
which bends and creases it into the 
proper shapes for berry boxes, grape 
baskets, peach baskets, butter trays 
and the various purposes for which it 
is used. It is next taken in hand by 
quick-fingered girls, who fasten'the 
slips 
together in the shapes de- 


sired with little clasps of tin, or small 
tacks, but most of the work is done by 
machinery. 


There is a curious apparatus known 


as a "stapling machine" which is fed 
with a coil of copper wire and forms 
staple after staple, which it thrusts 
into the wood, clinches and cuts off 
faster than the human mind can count 
them. 
A girl stands before the ma- 


chine and holds the box or the crate 
so that the machine can get at it, and 
it will fasten boxes or baskets as fast 
as she can handle them. Sometimes 
expert operators can handle 4000 and 
5000 baskets and berry boxes a day. 


The berry boxes and the grape and 


peach baskets are sold by the thous- 
and and cost from a fraction of a cent 
up to two or three cents each for the 
largest ones. The wooden plates that 
you take to picnics can be turned out 
for 50 or 60 cents a 1000. Orange and 
lemon crates, which are shipped to 
Florida and California, are worth 
about 10 cents each. Butter dishes 
and other wooden trays sell from 25 
cents to SI a 1000, and they run up 
into millions every year. 
Nothing 


like this industry can be found in any 
other part of the world. It is unique 
and peculiar to the state of Maine.

We herewith submit; a brief sketch of 


the game law which is as follows: 


Wild turkey, pheasants, grouse, quail, 


paitridge, woodcock can be killed be- 
tween October 15 and December 15 
Woodcock can be killed also during 
month of July. 


Elk. deer, fawn can be killed only in 


the month of November. 


Hare, rabbit can be killed from Novem- 


ber 1 to December 15. 


Black, gray or fox squirrel can be kill- 


ed from October 13 to December 15. 


It is unlawful to kill or trap any deer, 


elk, fawn, wild turkey, pheasants, grouse, 
partridge, quail or woodcock for the pur- 
pose of sale. 


It is unlawful for any one person to 


kill in one day more than ten ruffed 
grouse or pheasant; more than fifteen 
quail or Virginia partridge; more than 
ten woodcock or more than two wild 
turkeys or lo kill in one season more 
than two deer.
